Sportsman’s Park Race Track in a Bad 
Way—Von der Ahe Is Stubborn— 
Trouble Is Sure to Follow. 


The horse men at Sportsman's Park say 
that if Chris Von der Ahe will hang up $100 
purses they will try to be honest and not 
pull or fix races.

It is to this deplorable state that the 
sport of kings has descended, when a crowd 


of men agree to try to be honest for the 
sum of $40 more a race. 

The result of it all is that winter racing 
at Sportsman’s Park is dying the death it 
should have died long ago. It is falling to 
pieces from decrepitude and rottenness. 

The trouble which is on the surface to- 
day began on thé first of the month, The 
horse men claim that a notice had been 
posted in the scale room about the middle 
of November to the effect that the game 
was too poor to warrant a raise in purses 
just then, but that on December ist all 
purses would be $100, 

A few days prior to Dec. 1 the notice was 
taken down and never heard of again. The 
owners looked for the $100 purses but never 
saw them. They waited a few days and 
finally sprung their coup yesterday afver- 
noon by not sending a horse to the post 
when the bell rang. 

The books run by Dan Donnelly shut up in 
disguet, after refunding the few dollars that 
had been bet. It wag not much the books 
had to give back because the few broken 
down and disheartened hangers-on were 
scared ad the state of affairs and would not 
risk their few dimesand quarters upon races 
which they were not in on. When it is a case 
of dog eat dog, as it is at Sportsmen's Park, 
the st is always shy about taking

“If the owner happens to owe the jockey 
for a race he ran unplaced, why the jockey 
has first claim on the owner’s $2.50, so he 
gets nothing. With oats way up and stable 
expenses we can’t afford to run for that 
money, and that is all there is to it.“ 

Mr. Butler is ruled off, however, so he 
has practically lost all interest in the 
small sums which are doled out as second 
and third money. 

“Chris” is stubborn and the horsemen 
are stubborn, so that there is very likely 
to be a smash up very soon.

WAR ON CITIZENS. 


A Large Number of Arrests Made at 
Santiago. 


NEW YORK, Dec. .4.—Santiago, Cuba, 
correspondence of a local paper says: The 
city was thrown into consternation by a 
descent of the Spanish police. The homes 


of many peaceable citizens were entéred 
after the town had gone to bed. It is 
known that at least 25 persons were arrest- 
ed and hurried off to prison. 

Nearly all of Eastern Cuba is in the 
hands of the Cubans, save the city. The 
Spanish pomey of arresting citizens sus- 
pected of sympathy with the insurgents 
has long since spread its terrors among all 
classes. These recent arrests are further 
evidences of General Weyler’s determina- 
tion to wage war on citizens in their 
homes, as well as on the armed bodies in 
the field. 

No one can learn any definite reason for 
the sudden arrests. There were three wom- 
en among the prisoners. All were locked 
in the pail, -“incomunicados,”" and many 
were sent to Moro Castle. Among the cap- 
tives were a doctor, two lawyers and four 
merchants. All rest under the general ac- 
cusation of plotting against the Spanish 
authorities. 


CAUSES OF THE REVOLT. 


The President and Congress Charged 
With Irregularities. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4—The tUru- 
guayan revolution was not unéxpected in 
South American circles in Washington, as 
the President and Congress of Uruguay have 
been openly charged for several months with 
extensive irregularities, similar in some ex- 
tent to the canal scandal in the French 
Chamber. Mail reports received here from 
Montevideo, the Uruguayan capital, gives 
these charges of official corruption with 
circumstantial detail, and the press of the 
capital is full of charges and “Jobe.” “com- 
misszions,”’ ‘“‘margins’’ and misappropriations 
of public funds running up to millions, 
Statements from the Montevideo press show 
the extent of public feeling leading to the 
revolution.

It seems to me that these 
roads are more interested in their trade di- 
rect to St. Louis than in the business they 
do with Gulf points through connecting 
Hines, It is e more to their interest 
to haul grain te di Louls than to turn it 
over to a connecting une at an intermediate 
point. Of course, I don’t know the exact 
attitude of these with regard to the 
readjustment of rates to Gulf points. As I 
gee it, they should be friendly to us from 
motives of gelf-interest if for no other rea- 
gon. 

“At least I think we will lose nothing by 
making them parties to the conference. 

Under the present system of differen- 
tials the lines which do not bill through to 
the Gulf lose about 2 cents a hundred on 
grain shipped from Kansas points, to con- 
nections with Gulf lines. Take, for in- 
stance, a shipment of grain from Concordia, 
Kan., delivered to the Frisco at Atchison 
by the M., XK. & T. The M., K. & T. rate 
from Concordia to Atchison is 14 cents per 
100 pounds. The Frisco raie over the Santa 
Fe route from Concordia to Gulf points is 
83 cents, and from Atchison to Gulf points 
21 cents, making the rate from Concordia 
to Atchison 12 cents on grain going to the 
Gulf, The M., K. & T, has to accept 12 
cents a 100 on grain destined to the Gulf 
from Concordia via Atchison, though its 
own local rate is 14 cents. 

“On direct shipments to St. Louis. the 
differential dees no. tin this way, and 
the Mi T. gets ite ful schecule rate, 
This applies also to the Wabash, and I 
think it possible that both roads will aid 
us in seeking a readjustment of the grain 
rates to New Orleans. 

“Personally, I realize that we have a 
very hard task before us.

_ LIGHTING THE CITY. 


Board Will Consider the Matter cn Sat- 
urday. 

There was to have been a called meeting 
of the Board of Public Improvements at 
ll a. m. Friday, but Mr. Milner and Mr. 
Ridgley failed to appear, and as the meet- 
ing gould mot be held without the legal 
twenty-four hours’ written notice unless 


this was waived by them, it was not held. 

Secretary Foster was instructed to send 
written notices of a meeting to be held 
at 11:0 Saturday. 

The meeting is called by request of the 
Committee on Lighting. It has drawn up 
a form of contract and three sets of speci- 
fications under which to ask bids on city 
lighting for twenty years, from Jan. 1, 1900, 
but it wants the board to pass upon them 
in committee of the whole. 

It is the sense of the committee that bids 
should be asked for under the three sets of 
specifications at once, but the other mem- 
bers of the board may not agree with them. 

Bids will be asked for on the basis of the 
estimated number of each kind or both 
kinds of lights which will be necessary to 
light the arty in 1900. The board will rec- 
ommend to the Assembly that the contract 
be awarded to the lowest bidder, no matter 
on what system he bids. 

Supervisor of Lighting O'Reilly has com- 
nuted that in the year 1990 it will require 
% arc lamps to light the city properly, 
or 25,000 incandescent Hghts. 

He is now working on the estimate for the

President John A. Lee of the T. P. A. ap- 
peared before a Congressional ‘committee 
and argued for the granting of permission 
to the rallroads for the concession so badly 
needed by the traveling fraternity. A bik 
was passed embodying this permission. 

The fight then lay with the roads and ft 
has been a hard battle. The T. P. A. has 
been joined by the Western Commercial 
Travelers and other traveling men's and 
busines* men's associations. 

President Lee is delmhted with the re- 
eult of the work of his association. 

“We are elated over our success,” he 
said, “because it means that the inter- 
changeable: ticket will at an early day be 
issued by nearly every road in the country. 
I am assured by several gentlemen in rail- 
road circles that the Western Pagsenger 
Association, which ineludes big Western 
lines, will soon adopt the ticket, in which 
event every road in the country will be 
forced to come in. We feel that we have 
gained a great victory in securing the co- 
operation of the Central Association in 
this matter after we had once been turned 
down by the same body.”
